Bodies of Mrs, C. H. Edgecomb 
and Son Found by Husband. 


GAS JET OPEN; DOOR LOOKED 


Fatalities in Chateau Building; May Be 
a Case of Suicide, 


Mrs.. Charles H. Edgecomb and her son, 
Charles H. Jr., living on the third floor of 
the Chateau apartment bullding, 825 Sheri- 
dan road, were found dead carry this morn- 
ing, both asphyxiated by gas. Dr. Wallace 
Grosvenor, 826 Sheridan road, was summoned 
by the husband and father, who found them. 
The doctor said the woman and the child had 
been dead several hours. 

Mr, Edgecomb, who is connected with a 
sightseeing automobile company, arrived 
shortly after 1:80 o' clock this morning, and 
as he opened the front door he sme) led the 
escaping gas. 


Husband Finds Door Locked. 

He at once went to his wife's apartments 
and found the door locked. He broke it 
open, and in the darkness found her and the 
baby in bed. Gas was escaping from a jet 
over the bed and the room was filled with it. 

Edgecomb told Sergeant Benson of the 
Town. hall police station that he carried 
the bodies of his wife and his son to the 
front parlor and then summoned Dr. Gros- 
venor, who lives across the street. The 
physician made an examination of the bodies 
and found that they had been dead probably 
three hours. Edgecomb refused to allow the 
police to remove the bodies to the undertaking 
rooms. 

Edgecomb was question by Sergeant Ben- 
son regarding their domestic lite. He said 
that he and his wife had always lived hap- 
pily and that as far as he knew she had no 
reason to end her life. 


Believes Death an Accident. 


“TI believe that my wife accidentally killed 
herself and her baby,“ said Edgecomb to the 
sergeant. “‘ There has never been any trouble 
during our married life. 

Edgecomb said he had been detained at 
his office and had telephoned to his wife 
shortly after 9 o'clock last night. He said 
he told her he would be home as soon as he 
was able and she appeared to be in good 
spirits. 

Mrs. Edgecomb was 20 years old. Their 
son was 4% years old.

HEARING BEFORE JUDGES TODAY. 


— — 


Flat charges of fraud and wholesale viola - 
tions of the law were made yesterday after 
noon against the Cook county jury commis- 
sioners’ office by the October grand jury, 
which adjourned following the presentation 
of an official report to Judge Tuthill. 

Without. mincing words or glossing over 
the accusations in any way the inquisitorial 
body deciared the jury drawing system 
“rotten and corrupt from top to bottom. 
Conditions have been such, the report alleged, 
that any commissioner or any employ e in the 
office could pick out a grand or petit jury 
whenever he so desired. 

A surprising feature of the report was the 
resolution made by the grand jurors per- 
sonally, literally launching State's Attorney 
Wayman'’s candidacy for governor. The 
grand jury members wished him success to 
the degree that he would be entitled “to 
the highést reward of the people of the state 
of IIlinois,“ which was taken to mean the 
governorship. 


Frauds in Venire System. 

As for details of the venire system, the 
grand jury reported bogus cards, false lists, 
and irregular proceedings in evidence. Capt. 
Roswell H. Mason, the chief clerk, is charged 
with having failed to place cards in the jury 
box after they had been selected, keeping 
them on his desk for long periods of time. 

That one commissioner—name not men- 
tioned--gave certain names to one of the 
employés of the office to be selected for jury 
service is charged in the report. At this time, 
it ip declared, Capt. Mason discovered the 
Proceeding and told the employé and tbe 
commissioner that such names should be 
handed to him. It is said the chief ol@tk 
* was suspicious of both jury commissionér 
and said employé.” * 

Jury Commissioners William A. Amberg 
and John A. McLané and Capt. Masén dented 
that such irregularities as charged by the 
grand jury could exist in their office, and as- 
serted that the entire report was without 
any basis of fact whatever. 

The excoriating report came on the eve of 
the hearing which the judges of the Cook 
county courts are to give the commissioners. 
The hearing is scheduled to begin this morn- 
ing before Judges Barnes, Honoré, and Rina- 
ker in Judge Barnes’ courtroom. The sub- 
stance of the grand jury’s report, together 
with the evidence in the case, will be intro- 
duced at the hearing by State’s Attorney 
Wayman. The commissioners will be repre- 
sented by former Judge Edward UO. Brown.’ 


Report of the Jurors. 

The text of the grand jury’s report in full 
follows: 

The October, 1909, term grand jury, hav- 
ing completed its duty according to your in- 
structions and the evidence presented, begs 
to submit the following report of its work:

“The grand jury further reports that it 
spent about two weeks, sometimes working 
nights, investigating the working of the jury 
commissioners’ office of Cook county, and 
after hearing all the employés of the office 
and examining the documentary evidence 
that was accessible, we reached the conciu- 
sion that the system was fraught with fraud 
and irregularity. 

The grand jury finds and reports to the 
court: 

1. That the absence of records required 
by law to be kept, and the system in vogue 
and the methods pursued in the jury commis- 
sioners’ office, have given the widest lati- 
tude for the manipulation of jurors, for the 
substitution of names, and for permitting the 
selection of jurors, both grand and petit, to 
rest in the personal choice of the employés 
of the office, or of the commissioners them- 
selves. 

Confusion in Dating Cards, 

2. The grand jury further finds and re- 
ports that a large number of the cards drawn 
for jury service during the year 1900 bear a 
date in the upper right hand corner as of 
November, 1908, this bejng the date when the 
card is alleged to@mave gone into the jury 
box; that a large number of these cards 
bearing the date of November, 1908, were 
not printed until the middle of December, 1908, 
and were drawn for jury service as early as 
Jan. 4, 1909. 

“3. The grand jury further finds and re- 
ports that a large number of the tickets in 
use have not been.printed by any firm doing 
business for Cook county, but falsely assume 
to bear the union label of a certain firm that 
has done the printing of these cards for Cook 
county. 

„4. The grand jury further finds and re- 
ports that a large number of the tickets that 
have been in use in the jury commissioners’ 
office bear a bogus and fictitious union label. 


Names Held Out Long. 

8. The grand jury further finds and re- 
ports that large humbers of cards prepared 
for jury service have, when selected, not been 
placed in the jury box as required by law, 
but have been kept either in the desk of 
Clerk Mason or in a tin box for long periods 
of time in violation of law; and at the time 
they were selected for jury service no record 
has been kept of their selection as required 
by law.

DRAMATIC GRISIS AT HAND, 


John R. Walsh, facing today a court which 
thas the power to order his immediate im- 
prisonment, has Closed an option for the sale 
pf his railroads at a price which, when the 
sale is actually concluded, will enable hifm 
to pay off his debts and may even leave him 
well to do. 5 

The immediate fact is that the United 
States Steel corporation, through J. P. Mor- 
gan & Co., has advanced $100,000 to Mr. 
Walsh to bind a long option for the purchase 
of the railroads at a price said to be near 
$27,000,000. 


Will Pay Interest Today. 

With the money paid down for this option 
Mr. Walsh today will pay the interest on the 
note of $7,121,882 held by the clearing house 
banks of Chicago, which interest amounts 
to $71,218, and thereby will gain time in which 
to close up the details of the prospective 
transfer of his properties. 

In New York last night George W. Perkins. 
Mr. Morgan’s right hand man, denied the 
purchase of the road had been completed, 
but in Chicago a director of the Chicago, 
Milwaukee ahd Gary railroad—a local United 
States Steel road—stated positively that the 
option money—$100,000—would be paid today 
and that there was no reason to believe the 
purchase would not. be completed within the 
next three months. ee 

Mr. Walsh's lawyer, B. C. Ritsher, said 
last night that money had been secured for 
the payment of the $71,218 interest. he 
would not say who furnished it. 


Dramatic Situation Develops. 

The situation as thus developed is dramatie 
This is the day on which the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals will give the word 
whether the convicted banker shall go at once 
to Fort Leavenworth to begin his sentence 
pending further appeals. This is the day on 
which expires the twenty days of grate 
granted by the associated banks for payment 
of the quarterly Interest.

Despite the assurances of Mr. Walsh and 
his attorney, John S. Miller, that he would 
stay and face the music, abiding by the de 
cision of the Supreme court, the district at- 
torney's office here has a strong suspicion 
that his plans are already made for leaving 
the country and he has been placed under 
strict surveillance. Five secret service men. 
have been dtaild to watch him day and night.

The proceedings in court were short. Mr. 
Walsh did not appear in person, but he was 
represented by Attorneys Miller and Ritsher. 
J. H. Wilkerson, special assistant district 
attorney, again represented the government. 
Shortly after court opened Judge Grosscup 
announced; 

In the Walsh matter there will be no de- 
cision until tomorrow morning.“ 

Mr. Walsh's attorneys professed to take 
this announcement as a favorable sign for 
their side. 

It developed that as a part of his plea 
for liberty under the existing bond, Mr. 
Walsh has made a specific promise through 
his attorneys to the Court of Appeais that 
he will not attempt to leave the United 
States. His promise is that he will remajn- 
constantly within reach of the court, and 
in the event of a final decision against him 
by the Supreme court will surrender ‘him- 
self to begin his five year sentence at the 
government prison at Fort Leavenworth.

DEATH RATE IS INCREASED. 


City to Be Asked to Bar All but Dry 
Garbsge in 47th Street Ditch. 


Bubbly creek fell under the ban of the 
volunteer babies’ protective association 
yesterday when a committee visited sections 
of the stagnant stream lying within residence 


‘districts west of the stockyards. 


The sewage filled, slime coated ditch was 
found to be In a condition more detrimental 
to health than ever before, according to 
physicians and sanitary experts, and was 
charged with direct responsibility for an un- 
precedented amount of sickness and an ab- 
normal death rate among children. 

Emptying into the creek investigators 
found open sewers from the stockyards. 12 
two or three cases these sewers. were 80 
overloaded that the flow was blocked. In 
certain districts the odors were overpower- 
ing. 

Along Fortieth street are several sections 
thickly populated and east of Bubbly creek 
similar conditions obtain. Among the poorer 
classes here are more cases of scarlet fever, 
diphthefia, whooping cough, and infantile 
paralysis than in any past year. 

Children’s Health Ruined. 

Dr. Caroline Hedges, an employé of the 
health department, said that these con- 
tarſlous d'seeres were exceedingly difficult 
to combat in this portion of the city from the 
fact that few children have normal constitu- 
tions.. From birth their health is injured 
through constant breathing of poisen laden 
atmosphere. “i 

The poor health of these children is direct- 
ly traceable to bad sanitary conditions.“ said 
Dr. Hedges, both along Bubbly creek and 
surrounding this dump at Forty-seventh and 
Robey streets.“ N

where reside seventy persons, twenty-seven 
are Ul, Women who watched poverty 
stricken sisters tramp over acres cf wet 


garbage, seeking anything that could be con-

Despite the two affidavits Judge Walker 
declined to order immediate trial, and if Mr. 
Wayman’s plans are carried out the Nelson 
case will follow the chotr boy trial, which in 
turn must await the Altman bomb throwing 
affair, to be taken up next week. 

In reply to Mr. Lee's intimations of breach 
of faith Mr. Wayman and Mr. Short said the 
action was intended to create sympathy for 
the Rev. Mr. Kemp, who, they declared, al- 
ready had been accorded the greatest cour- 
tesy. They also termed the Moroney affi- 
davit as chasing an alleged bDiackmailer 
with a brass band. 

One of the sensational features of the 
Kemp affidavit was the detailed record of 
Moroney in the Cook county courts in which 
he always was a winner, with three cases 
still pending. Moroney's record, according to 
the affidavit, is as follows: 


Record of James Maroney. 

1. That Maroney was indicted on April 24, 1897, 
for obtaining money by false pretenses. This case 
was thereafter stricken off without trial. 

2. That Maroney was indicted on April 23, 1897, 
for obtaining money by false pretenses from one 
Mary Flynn: that he was tried, found guilty, and 
sentenced to a year in the county jail, and that 
subsequently the sentence was set aside and Ma- 
roney was released on his own récognizance. 

8. That Maroney was indicted on April 28. 1898, 
for forgery. and that this case was stricken off. 

4. That Maroney was indicted on July 1, 1899, 
for obtaining money by false pretenses from Au- 
gust S. Wendling. and that this case was stricken 
off the docket. 

5. That Maroney was indicted on June 25, 1901, 
for larceny, taking money from one Bernard Mc- 
Cabe, and that this case was stricken off without 
trial. 0 
6. That Maroney. was Indicted on June 16, 1001, 
for obtaining money by falee pretense from Em- 
ma Anderson; that he pleaded guilty, was sen- 
tenced to six months in the county jail, but that 
said sentence was set aside. 


Jail. Sentence Set Aside. 

7. That Maroney on June B. 1901, was indicted 
for obtaining money by false pretenses from Eva 
Larson; that he pleaded guilty, was sentenced to 
six monthe in the? count} jail, but: that the: sen- 
tence was set aside. 

8. That Maroney on June 26, 1901, was indicted 
for obtaining money by falsé pretenses from Amelia 
Chutsch; that he pleaded guilty, was sentenced to 
six months In the county jall. but that the said 
sentence was set aside. 1 

9. That Maroney on Nov. 28, 1908, was indicted 
for attempting to extort money from William 
O'Donnell; that three and a half years later the 
case was stricken from the docket without trial, 
but that a year still later (March 23, 1908) the case 
was reinstated and is now pending trial in the 
Criminal court. 

10. That Mareney on July 23, 1908. was indicted 
for obtaining money from Joseph C. Shackle, which 
indictment was stricken off the docket in May, 
1907, and reinstated in March, 1908. This case is 
now apparently pendifig in the Criminal court. 

11. That Maroney was indicted on March 23, 1908. 
charged with a confidence game in securing $6C0 
from the Rey.

Increasing Cost of Government. 

Ald. Snow said that in the last thirteen 
years the population of Chicago has in- 
creased 56 per cent. The tax impositions have 
not increased in proportion, according to Mr. 
Snow, although the statistics of municipali- 
ties show that the larger the population the 
more .the cost per capita of municipal or- 
ganization. 

“Few of the critics of taxation, said Ald. 
Snow, have analyzed the agcounts that 
show where the money goes. If they did 
so there would be less irresponsible criticism, 
criticism which is none the less irresponsible 
because it often comes from men who stand 
high in the world of affairs.“ 

Ald. Snow said the city water works must 
be prepared to supply a population of 4,000,- 
000, which would be demanding it ‘inside of 
ten years. He said Chicago has not sufficient 
fire protection now, and that there was a 
crying need for the rebuilding of some of the 
police stations, which he termed“ a disgrace 
to the civilization of the twentieth century.”

Bond Issue Urgently Needed. 


“The referendum on the bond issue for

‘Helena, Ark., Oct. 27.—[Special.}]—An audi- 
ence almost as large as that which gathered 
on the levee at St. Louis assembled in the 
wharf district of Memphis to greet the er- 
rival of the president's fleet shortly before 
noon today. | 

Although the president was three hours 
late in reaching Memphis, and lack of means 
of communication precluded exact knowledge 
of when the fleet would arrive, the people 
waited cheerfully from 7 until 11:30 a. m., 
when the Oleander, bearing the president, 
hove in sight, with the St. Paul and the 
governors only a short distance behind. 

The presidential party was taken hurriedly 
to the new T. M. C. A. building, where the 
chief magistrate took part in the ceremonies 
of dedication. At the Auditorium, where the 
president was scheduled to make 4 long 
speech, a large part of the crowd had gath- 
ered, and in this pidce the ceremonies were 
cut much shorter than had been planned. 

Gov. catterson of Tennessee introduced the 
president in a brief speech. Mr. Taft was in 
an argumentative frame of mind, and, while 
he declared himself in favor of the water- 
ways, he pointed out that a complete plan 
for improvement must be formulated before 
any actual work is begun. 


Pays Tribute to Governor. 

J am glad to be welcomed by such a dis- 
tinguished man as your governor on behalf of 
Tennessee,” said Mr. Taft. “I knew him 
when he was in congress, and I am glad also 
to be able to say that I knew his distinguished 
father, who was also your representative in 
congress. I feel at home in Memphis. 

We did not come down that river of yours 
simply for the enjoyment of it, or because 
we felt it was necessary to accept of the 
kind invitations of the Waterways associa- 
tion, or the St. Louis Commercial ciuD, or 
for simply the pleasure ot such à trip We 
came down that river because we belleve that 
we are now entering upon an epoch of inland 
waterways improvements. By coming down 
that river and by arousing the people—and 
aroused they must be—by our party, I may 
say our personnel and even our avoirdupois, 
and by studying the conditions which are 
to be met and which are to be overcome, we 
hope to increase the river facilities of this 
city and every one in the great Mississippi 
valley.

Requires Thought and Study. 

“And now we have reached the next step. 
How are we going to doit? If you have the 
river and it is not used, then there is no use 
in pouring millions into it to improve it 
There is no use in doing that unless we know 
that we are going to get value received. 

This proposition of a fourteen foot chan- 
nel requires much serious thought and study. 
The entire river must be studied by experts. 
You will find rivermen here and there from 
one end of the river to the other who will 
tell you that in places the river is navigable, 
that it has a good stage of water the year 
round, and then when we are determining 
upon the methods to be used in making it 
have a good stage of water at all places the 
year round, we must create termina! faci!i- 
ties as well. Terminal facilities are of as 
much vital importance as is a deep channel 
from the lakes to the gulf. 

Tou men of Memphis, the business men 
and manufacturers, are now shipping your 
cotton and your goods by railroads even when 
you have the river at your door, and you are 
not going to ship your cotton and goods by 
river even when you have a deep waterway 
from the lakes to the gulf, unless you know 
that it will be of profit for you to do so. You 
have simply got to make the river transporta- 
tion worth while. 

„Navigation is possible on the river now.“ 
concluded Mr. Taft, “but it is not used toany 
great extent. First of all should come inves- 
tigation as to what the river lacks, and why 
it is not used more, and whether there is 
need for terminals even more than for a chan- 
nel. While I am in favor of a waterway im- 
provement, the present obstructions must be 
overcome by business methods, not by en- 
thusiasm, excitement, and wind.“ 


Fear Taft Enthusiasm Wanes. 


Members of the business men's leagues and 
waterway® boosters are becoming alarmed as 
the boats progress farther down the river, at 
what they believe is diminishing enthusiasm 
on the part of President Taft. It is whis- 
pered by some that Commander E. A. Tin.

Confer on Cannon’s Fate. 

Last night there was a conference in the 
captain's cabin of the Quincy. In the con- 
ference, which has been excused as a session 
of the nation’s most popular indoor pastime, 
were eleven gentlemen who do things af 
Washington. Speaker Cannon, Senator 
Lorimer ot Illinois, Senator Warner of Mis- 
souri, Congressman Calderhead of Kansas, 
Senator Bradley of Kentucky, and Senator 
Curtis of Kansas and Congressman Roden- 
berg of Illinois were present. , 

„Uncle Joe” was informed as kindly as 
possible, according to the reports which 
have leaked from the captain’s cabin, that 
he has gone under water for the second 
time and that President Taft, and he alone, 
can save him. Every other plan of saving 
the speaker was discussed and abandoned, 
but the last straw to appeal to Taft to say 
something for Cannon just as he did for 
Aldrich at Winona. 

A notable part of the captain’s cabineers 
went over the side of the Quincy early this 
afternoon and didn’t get back until the last 
call had sounded for the congressional ban- 
quet to the president. It is pretty generally 
believed on the Quincy that this deputation 
went directly to President Taft and pleaded 
with him to say in a public address on the 
down river trip that Uncle Joe ts a gen- 
tleman who ought to command the respect 
of the Republican party and of the nation 
generally. 


Think Taft Will Keep, Out. 

Ingurgent congressmen who talked with 
the president while he was in the west on 
his outward bound trip are j as confident 
that the president cannot an li not make 
any sort of defense of Speaker Cannon, 
much less say publicly as much in a friendly 
way of Uncle Joe as he did at Winona for 
Senator Aldrich. 

It has been one continuous series of bad 
half hours for Uncle Joe and his cabinet. 
From one New York congressman who Is on 
board the Quincy, the caucus in the captain's 
cabin learned that he will have to quit his 
efforts for a renomination for congress if the 
speaker doesn't declare that he will not be 
a candidate for reélection as speaker of the 
house. The significance of this is that the 
New York congressman has been one of 
Cannon's strongest supporters, and is under 
many obligations to the speaker. If he is 
renominated it must be on a distinct platform 
of anti-Cannonism or non-Cannonism. 

Speaker Cannon early in December will be 
the recipient of a call from a committee rep- 
resenting New England, the middle west, and 
the Pacific coast. This committee will for- 
mally and definitely request the speaker to 
announce that he will retire from politics. 
The men in this committee will be members 
of congress who have always stood up, to be 
counted for anything wh ch the house or- 
ganization has demanded. The committee is 
prompted by such situations as surge 
threugh the gentleman from New York men- 
tioned above. 

Radicals Still Will Rebel. 

This committee will have the support of 
some of the insurgents who believe a suc- 
cessful appeal by the committee to- Uncle 
Joe” will do all that is necessary to elimi- 
nate Cannonism as a political issue and save 
the party life without having to resort toa 
major portion, 

The radical insurgents, of course, may 
continue to insurge for motives of various 
classifications. Some of them are on board 
the Quincy tonight. They forecast the result 
of the coming congressional elections as 
either a Democratic victory, or preferably a 
Republican house by a small majority, throw- 
ing the balance of power into their own 
hands and making possible a coalition be- 
iween the Democrats and the insurgents, with 
an surgent for speaker if Champ Clark 
will Get the Democrats vote that way. 

The insurgents believe that they will gain 
twenty or twenty-five Republicans to their 
ranks in Republican districts, and from what 
ig learned with absolute definiteness tonight, 
despite the Elgin denial of Uncle Joe, five of 
these may come from Illinois. Five Illinois 
congressmen will stand up and insurge with 
the rest of the insurgents if the help and 
assistance of Gov. Deneen and the state ad- 
ministration will be vouchsafed, and this is 
much nearer than a possibility.

This information came from Gov. Deneen, 
who has had several opportunities to talk | 
with Senator Lorimer on the trip down the 
river. At Bast St. Louis and Cairo the Ili- 
nole executive saw many of closest allies 
politically, and an agr to do business 
at Springfield le much nearer than has been 
admitted by the political leaders in Chicago. 


Deneen Ready for Big Fight. 

If the two big factions on the Republican 
side fail to.agree the governor is ready to 
burn all the bridges and go into a finish fight 
for a direct primary law and for a waterway 
water power Jaw. He is ready to take the 
siump within a week after he gets back from 
New Orleans which would mean that the 
state would be plunged into a hot fight in the 
event that the big leaders do not do busi- 
ness, one with the other. 

It is Deneen’s purpose to make six or eight 
speeches jn as many sections of the state and 
one or two in Chicago. The change in senti- 
ment of certain southern legislators within 
the last two weeks has materially influ- 
enced the situation, and Egypt is not con- 
sidered particularly hard fighting ground by 
the governor’s advisers. The northern and 
north central parts of Illinois will have some. 
definite attention from him, and the military 
tract is considered to be most fallow soil for 
a campaign in favor of a direct plurality 
primary law.

CUSTOMS SERVICE 
“BEERS OF GRAFT 


System at Port of New York 
Declared Rotten from 
Bottom Up. 


Court Caustic on Collector’s Plan 
of Retaining Dishonest 
Men Under Him, 


New York, Oct. 27.—[Special.j—Importers 
and merchants who have been held up for 
years by the grafting of custom house in- 
spectors and weighers said today that the 


.whole customs service in this city is rotten 


from the bottom upward. How far up the 
rottennese extended few of them could guess, 
because the complete system of robbing the 
government through false weights and re- 
turns and collecting bribes for prompt sefv- 
jee forced the importers to deal only with 
the little crooks. 

A dramatic feature of the day’s develop- 
ments in the Musical case was Judge Holt’s 
caustic criticism from the bench of Collector 
Loeb'’s policy in retaining dishonest men in 
the service of the government. Collector 
Loeb issued a statement later defending his 
course. Mr. Loeb said: 

“The views of such a distinguished judge 
art entitled to the highest respect, and it is 
not my purpose to make them the subject of 
controversy, but it seems to me that Judge 
Holt can hardly have understood the situa- 
tion with which the administration had to 


deal, 

“It was deemed imperative to break inte 
this combination to get the truth from some- 
body on the inside why, knew; to get in an en- 
tering wedge and break down this system, It 
was then decided to secure the testimony of 
several weighers by promising them im- 
munity and retention in the service.“ 


Styled a Wheel of Graft. 

The little customs crooks ran around on 
the ecke of a wheel of graft, taking the 
name of a fruit for a password and doing 
the business coarsely over straight whisky 
in the back rooms of waterside bars. Who 
lay quietly in the center of the wheel and 
along the spokes, taking a fat share of the 
blackmall the little crooks collected, is a 
matter which interests the men who have 
been forced for years, they say, to be dis- 
honest themselves ip order to get their ship- 
ments handled by petty officials of the cus- 
tom house. 

The smal) importers and custom house 
brokers said today they were eager to know 
who benefite most by the practice in the 
customs service of corrupting importers and 
seducing them to break the law. 

Scores of merchants who dea! in imported 
goods have been gouged for years by the 
graft system in the customs service. They 
submitted to it, they explained, because 
they had to get their shipments into the 
warehouses, and strict honesty is not possi- 
ble with many customs men. It took cash 
in hand and a smiling acquiescence in grand 
larceny to enable them to keep their heads 
above water in an unfair business compet!i- 
tlon brought about y grafting in the 
service. 


Court’s Text in Musica Case, 

The Musica case today in the criminal 
branch of the United States circuit court, 
when young Philip Musica, the importer who 
pleaded guilty of participation in the cheese 
weighing frauds, was remanded for sentence, 
was the text for indignant comment from 
Judge Holt that Collector Loeb's action in 
retaining self-confessed thieves in the cus- 
toms service was discreditable to the govern- 
ment and an injustite to honest men, and 
made some importers believe that the whole

Case Goes Back to 1824. 

“It was not until 1824 that John C. Cal- 
‘oun, then secretary of war, made the reser- 
vation of the Fort Dearborn property. In 
9839 it formally was abandoned as a military 
fortress, and at that time J. R. Poinsett, sec- 
retary of war, sent Matthew P. Burchard, a 
clerk in the interior department, as his agent 
to sell subdivided lots in the reservation. 
This was done under the act of 1819 authoriz- 
ing the sale of such sites as had been found 
uselees fo military purposes: It was Bur- 
chard who marked off the strip ‘ public 
grounds never to be occupied by buildings.’ 
acting entirely on his own authority, as ded- 
ications must be made by special act of con- 
gress and by no other authority.” 

Mr. Case remarked that the public Mbrary 
building: was erected by consent of congress. 

“This case is precisely similar,“ he said. 

“The lake front ie federal property, never 
having been sold and never dedicated by con- 
grees, the only authority for dedication. If 
the park commission will go to congress the 
museum will be erected on the lake front.

should secure a supply of this paper or else 
go out of the business of receiving deposits 
from its country correspondents. 


Bank Must Purchase Paper. 

I have never seen it explained how this 
commercial paper is to get into the vaults of 
the central bank unless that bank goes into 
the market for it. Experience shows in the 
case of the Canadian branch banks that for 
the firet five years of their existence they 
are borrowers from the head office. After 
that time they accumulate funds for invest- 
ment and become creditors, so that the head 
office must find a means of investing the sur- 
plus. 

“It was thie condition which forced the 
Bank of Montreal and other Canadian insti- 
tutions to open offices in the cities of the 
United States, where there would be a chance 
to invest this surplus constantly pouring in 
from their own branches. The same process 
is going on here. The curse of the establish- 
ment of our small country banks comes from 
the fact that in the first place they are gen- 
erally created to supply the demand of bor- 
rowers and not ef investors. 

In every small community there is always 
one man who may be perfectly sound but 
who is obliged to use his credit to a large 
extent. It is he whe usually establishes the 
small country bank, mot to secure means of 
investment but to help him extend his line 
of credit. After the country bank ie estab- 
lished long enough it accumulates funds 
which are deposited in city banks, where 
there is an opportunity for investment that 
does not exist in the country. 


Would Oust Small Banks. 

It must be evident to any one that if 
the central bank is to go into the market 
and compete for the purchase of commercia! 
paper, it will soon drive the other banks out 
of the business, because it will have vast 
capital and peculiar facilities granted to it 
under authority of the government. This 
would force the country banks to put their 
deposits in the central bank, and it would, 
therefore, take away a large share, of the 
legitimate business of the city banks as as 
present conducted. 

“What we need is some system of credit 
currency which will enable the banks te 
move the crops and to supply unusual de- 
mands for currency without reducing their 
cash resources. If a central bank can do 
this thing I am for the central bank, but I 
do not believe in establishing a system which 
will relax currency conditions at the price 
of actual competition with the existing banks. 

“The system which was attempted to be 
adopted by the Aldrich-Vreeland law is in 
my mind a positive menace. The clearing 
house certificates bore interest, so that it was 
worth my while to carry the paper of my 
neighbor across the street, and he carried 
mine. Under the emergency currency law 
we get the right to issue credit notes, but 
the government steps in and takes all the 
interest. I could not afford to carry the 
notes of another bank for half a millfon 
dollars, because I should lose that interest 
every day, and at the same time be paying 
interest to the government. 


Predicts String of Failures. 

In my judgment, if we were put to the 
test to resort to the Aldrich-Vreeland bill, 
note redemption would be impossible under 
existing conditions and the controller of the 
currency would be required to put receivers 
in charge of one bank after another. We 
ought to be careful in dealing with our cur- 
reney system not to repeat the mistake of 
the present law, which provides for associa- 
tion of banks, but which makes their obliga- 
tion to each other continuous and irrevo-

Yellow Veil Forebodes Catastrophe. 

It is suggested that if the markings have 
recently disappeared and the yellow veil has 
covered immense tracts on the surface there 
must have been some catastrophe on a gigan- 
tic scale or some cata chem such as dwarfs 
the most violent earthquakes known on our 
planet. 

What Is the exact nature of the cataclysm 
can of course as yet be only vaguely guessed,

Mr. Lower admitted that the position is 
the most difficult that the commission ever 
‘has been called upon te fill, and that any ap- 
plications to take the examination by per- 
sons obviously disqualified. by reason of lack 
of experience or otherwise will be dis- 
countenanced, 


Lower to Confer with Experts. 


** Nov. 14 will be the last day upon which 
to file applications to take the examination,” 
said Mr. Lower. I shall confer with ex- 
perts upon the details of the examination. 
This ts not a clerkship. It ts one of the 
most important of the executive positions of 
the city government, and from a civi) serv- 
ice standpoint comes under class AA. Local 
residence is required.“ 

The examination is destined to be feature- 
ful by reason of women who are looked upon 
by their friends as possibilities for the place.

SHERIFF DEFENDS HIS ACTION;

Some time ago M. Bernstein penned a piece 
about Francis Chevassu, a dramatic critic, 
that Chevassu didn’t like at all. He told 
Bernstein he didn't like it, but Bernstein had 
no apologies to offer. Thereupon Chevaesu 
flung down the gauntlet, or words to that 
effect. 

Today the dramatist and critic met upon 
the field of donor, each armed with a deadly 
weapon. mne weapons were deadly, but the 
aim was not. Chevassu got as far as pulling 
the trigger, but only to pierce the ether. 
Bernstein didn't shoot. When asked why 
not, he said: 

“I forgot to.” . 

Neither was hurt. Both are satisfied. 


BLOODLESS DUEL IN PLAY. 

New York, Oct. 27.—[{Special.}—Interest- 
ing in connection with the duel in which 
Henri Bernstein participated in France to- 
day, is the fact that the feature of his new 
play, “ Israel,” is a practically similar blood- 
less encounter. The play opened Monday 
night at the Criterion theater. 

In the play, which bears on prejudice 
against the Jew, there is a Jew baiter in a 
modish Paris club, the youthful Thibault de 
Croucy, who determines that he will force a 
Jewish banker, Gutlieb, to resign his mem- 
bership. Backed by some of the younger 
members of the club, Thibault insults the 
Jew, who refuses to notice the slight, with 
the result that there is a challenge to a duel. 
The youth’s mother, the Duchess de Croucy, 
in an attempt to prevent the fight, sends for 
Gutlieb. Her son discovers them together, 
only to learn ultimately that he is the ille- 
gitimate son of the man he has persecuted on 
account of his race. 

To avert the struggle between the father 
and son the unhappy mother pleads with Gut- 
Heb to refuse to send his seconds to the meet- 
ing and thus prevent the duel. He refuses, 
although he admits his love for the boy who 
insulted him. After the two have been dis- 
covered together by their son, she gains the 
son’s promise only to wound, not to kill the 
Jew banker. 

A strong situation is created in the third 
act in the tender scene between the banker, 
only slightly wounded in the duel, and the 
son he had loved so long from afar. 


LONDON REPORT INDICATES 
FRANK J. GOULD’S MARRIAGE. 


Americans in English Metropolis Puz- 
aled Over Announcement of Million- 
aire’s Departure from Hotel.

LONDON, Oct. J. — [Special.] — Has 
Frank Jay Gould secretly married again, fol- 
lowing the diverce decree granted to his wife 
in the late part of the spring?”

PERMIT FOR PENNA. BRIDGE 
NOT GIVEN IN WASHINGTON. 


So Declares Assistant Secretary of 
War Oliver in Answer to Protest 
Made by Sanitary Commission. 


The war department has not issued a per- 
mit for construction of the Pennsylvania 
railroad bridge across the south branch of 
the Chicago river at Stewart avenue, and 
none has been asked for, according to a let- 
ter received by R. R. McCormick, president 
of the sanitary district commission, yester- 
day from Robert Shaw Oliver, acting secre- 
tary of war. :

Loss of Ito, the Chief of 
His Advisers, 


NO CHANGE IN POLICY. 


Corean Affairs Will Be Carried 
Out on Lines Laid Down 
by Martyr. 


TOKIO, Oct. 27.—The body of Prince Ito 
will be taken aboard the Japanese warship 
Iwato at Dairen and brought to Japan, ac- 
compented by a full suite representing the 
entire nation. The body lay today in a hotel 


the officials of the foreign office are busily 
engaged in answering them. Before the offi- 
cial announcement of Prince Ito's death dif- 
ficulty wae encountered in avoiding acknowl- 
edgment of the statesman's actual demise. 
This was obviated later, when the death was 
officially announced. This bestowed on Ito 
unusual honors, one of these being advance- 
ment from junior to the first grade in the 
court rank. 

Those closest to the throne say the emperor 
is deeply affected by the assassination of the 
prince. He has asked for every detail and 
apparently is unable to understand why the 
murder was committed. When informed of 
all the facts, the emperor ordered that there 
must be no change in the policy toward 
Corea. f 


Corean Ruler Sends Sympathy. 

The emperor of Corea has cabied his sym- 
pathy to Princess Ito at Oiso. The assassin 
probably will be tried at Dairen. Nine al- 
leged accomplices have been arrested, and it 
is believed the investigation will show that 
the plot was hatched at Seoul. 

The Japanese authorities are determined to 
unearth the source, because the aseassina- 
tion of Prince Ito is believed to have been 
planned by the same persons who planned 
the murder of Durham White Stevens, the 
former diplomatic adviser to the Corean 
government, at San Franciseo in 1908. 

The leading statesmen of Japan assert that 
the death of Prince Ito will not affect the 
avowed policies at home and abroad. 


Son Talks of Death. 

GENOA, Oct. 27.—Marquis Hirkumi! Ito, 
son of Prince Ito, declared today that the 
Assassination of his father at Harbin yes- 
terday would add new strength to Japanese 
ideals. 

„I knew that father was at Darien,“ said 
the marquis. His murder was an act of 
Corean revenge. There is a strong party 
there which detests Japanese rule. and which 
would be disposed te accept a Ruselan 
réigme in Corea.” 


Coreans Rejoice at Death. 

HONOLULU, Oct. 27.—The Corean Patri- 
otic league has issued a circular expressing 
satisfaction at the assassination of Prince 
Ito. It says: 

“ Now is the time for our twenty millions 
of people to secure their independence. Ito 
is dead. He brought to our country the rule 
of the Japanese and enslaved the people. 
His selfishnese has received its reward. His 
crimes were unpardonable, and what hap- 
pened to him was a fitting reward for his 
trickery and just punishment from our 
country.“ 


ASQUITH WOULD REJECT 
IRISH BILL AMENDMENTS. 


British Premier Announces Program 
in House of Commons—No Possibil- 
ity of General Election This Year. 


LONDON, Oct. 27.—Premier Asquith an- 
nounced in the house of commons today that 
on Nov. 5 he would move for the rejection 
entire of the house of lords’ amendments to 
the Irish land bill. 

The premier also stated that thé house of 
commons would adjourn on Nov. 5 until Nov. 
23. This precludes the possibility of a general 
election before the new year. 

During the adjournment of the lower house 
the budget will be in the hands ofthe lords.

HARD BATTLE ASSURED. 


Two Teams Will Spring Plays 


They Have Been Saving 
All Season.

Today will end the hard practice of Chi- 
eago for its crucial game with Minnesota 
eon Saturday. 

As the team leaves for Minneapolis to- 
night at 6:30. only a short workout will be 
held this afternoon, which, in all probability, 
will consist of a short defensive drill and 
signal practice. The team will be sent 
through formation work in Gopherdom to- 
morrow afternoon as the last phase of 
preparation for the game which means 30 
much to both teams. 

The winner of Saturday’s battle will have 
an excellent chance for the western cham- 
pionship, as the only other strong contender 
for the title is Wisconsin. The Badgers have 
@ good team, which will improve as the sea- 
son grows older, and when it meets the win- 
ner of Saturdays struggle, it will be de- 
veloped to a height of football perfection at 
which it will give either Chicago or Minne- 
sota a hard game. 

There is no questioning the fact that the 
battle between the Maroons and Gophers 
will be one of the best seen in the west since 
the adoption of the new rules. Both elevens 
have been prepared for this all important 
struggle since the opening of the practice 
season, on Sept. 20, and both coaches have 
known right along that this game would 
make or mar their season. With this end in 
view at all times, the stars of both teams 
have been saved as much as possible and the 
best plays have not been seen in a single 
game this year. 


Coaches Know Weak Spots. 

Both teams have met elevens which have 
tested their strength to the utmost, and from 
these contests the coaches have been able to discern 
and strengthen the weakness of their respective 
elevens. The tutors know just what players to de- 
pend on and around whom to build their plays so 
they will net the desired results. In every conceiv- 
able way the teams have been strengthened so 
that both should be at their best when they line up 
on Northrop field. 

On paper Minnesota seems to have the better 

The Gophers have the weight and speed 
and if they have been given the proper plays with 
8 gaining: qualities they should win, but, if 
the Minnesota coach expects to beat Chicago with 
the same offense he has used for the last two years, 
Gopher rooters will file out of Northrop field with 
drooping colors. Any coach with an average know!l- 
edge of new football should be able to develop a 
team at Minnesota which would win from anything 
in the country. 

It is a recognized fact in Minneapolis that WIII- 
fams has the best material this fall that has been 
seen on Northrop field in years, and if he does not 
turn out a winning team his days of coaching at 
the northwest institution will be numbered. Min- 
mesota’s defeats by Chicago in the last two years, 
when it was admitted on all sides that Williams 
bed the better material, have turned Minnesota 
football followers against the coach, and if he does 
mot do something this season his resignation prob- 
ably will be demanded by followers of the team.

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ATHLETIC STORM IS PASSING 


Amateur Federation Issues Final 
Statement of Its Case. 


ABLE TO STAND ON OWN LEGS 


Officiala Declare They Are Friendly to 
the A. A. U. and A. L. N. A. 


Officials of the Amateur Athletic federation 


yesterday issued their final statement regard- 
ing their controversy with the Amateur Ath- 
letic union. The federation, they believe, 
has a field of its own, and while bearing no 
malice toward the A. A. U. or the Athletic 
League of North America, it proposes to 
pursue, unassisted, its policy of clean sport 
and democracy in the administration of ath- 
letics. The statement of the officials is as 
follows: 

The A. A. F. was organized last fall to as- 
sist ite members in efforts to put indoor base- 
ball on an amateur basis. The president of the 
Central A. A. U. was in sympathy with the move- 
mem at that time and was chairman of the meet- 
ing at which the A. A. F. was formed. He there- 
fore knew that the Playgrounds, Cook County 
Bible Class, Settlement, T. M. C. X., and the 
High School leagues were members of the federa- 
tion. He was made a member of the executive 
committee, but resigned soon after. 


Special Rules Adopted. 


To meet the indoor ball situation three special 
rules were adopted: 

First—The organizations in the federation were 
not to play semi-professiona!l teams. 

Second—Teams in the federation were not to play 
amateur teams, from organisations not in the fed- 
eration, which persisted in playing 'senil-profes- 
sional teams. | 

Third—Neither A. A. U. nor A. L. N. A registra- 
tion was required. : ; 

All athletes, however, had to be registered with 
and be in good standing in their own leagues. 
Although some organizations in the federation 
were members of the A. A. U. and some were not, 
this third rule wag not objected to by the A. A. U. 
because the A. A. U. said it did not have jurisdic- 
tion over indoor baseball. 

The efforts of the federation to put indoor base- 
ball upon an amateur basis were successful with- 
out the assistance of the A. A. U., for soon after 
the birth of the federation two local semi-profes- 
sional leagues disbanded, as did also a team from 
an A. A. U. chub. 

After having been successful In indoor baseball, 
the A. A. F. naturally raised the question—Why 
should not its members be allowed to compete with 
each other in all forms of sport as well as in in- 
door ball, regardless of either A. A. U. or A. L. 
N. A. registration? It was recognised, however, 
that this could not be done for the reason that 
the A. A. U. claimed jurisdiction over basketball 
And track and field athletics, and there were sev- 
eral organizations in the federation not members 
of the A. A. U. such as the high schools and some 
of the settlements. In addition, the A. A. F. 
wished to compete with recognized amateur bodies 
in the middle west not registered in the A. A. U. 
as the turners and educational institutions. 


. Send Regrets to A. A. U. 


It then was decided that those members of the 
federation that were also members of the A. A. U. 
should not violate any rules or obligations imposed 
upon them by their A. A. U. membership, but 
should wait until such memberships expired before 
competing with organizations not membefes of or 
registered with the A. A. U. Therefore, of Sept. 
27. the South Parks, Cook County Bible Class Ath- 
letic association, Evanston, Central, and West Y. 
M. C. A.’s sent regrets instead of their memberships 
to the A. A. U. 

The six local associations are still members of the 
National A. L. N. A., which ts affiliated with the 
National A. A. U. The alliance between the A. A. 
U. and A. L. N. A. stipulates that no T. M. C. A. 
& member of the A. L. N. A. shall compete with 
organizations not members of or registered with 
the A. A. U. or with any T. M. C. A. not a member of 
the A. L. N. A. The local associations will not vio. 
late, in any way, the alliance between the A. A. U. 
and the A. L. N. A., but will resign from the Na- 
tional A. L. N. A. Nov. 1, which is the beginning 
of a new year for the A. L. N. A. 0 

The federation bears malice toward none and is 
ready to work shoulder to shoulder with either the 
A. A. U. or the A. L. N. A. to

Report Shows Crowded Con- 


dition Is Due to Uneven 
Distribution of Pupils. 


More Branch Libraries Urged as 
Means of Keeping Children 
Off the Streets. 


With 17,802 vacant seata in schools in Chi- 
cago there are 10,620 pupils who are priv- 


cause of overcrowding. This paradoxical 


discovered by President A. R. Urion of the 
board of education yesterday. 

In other words, there are 12,402 more seats 
in the public school buildings than “re re- 
quired for the seating of all the pupils en- 
rolled in the schools. If these vacant seats 
could be utilized in the overcrowded sections 
of the city, the problem which faces the 
board would be edsy of solution. 

This report shows conclusively that the 
question of providing room for pupils is prac- 
tically a question of distribution. Mrs. Ella 
Flagg Young, superintendent of schools, and 
President Urion .discussed the report and 
will try to find some means to relieve some 
of the congested schools. 


Where Vacant Seats Rist. 

A remarkably large number of vacant seats 
is shown in resident districts which have 
been encroached upon by manufacturing and 
commercial interests. 

At the Otis school there are 509 vacant 
seats, at the Pullman school 408, at the Erics- 
son school 841, at the Foster school 344, at 
the Haven schoo) 367, at the Komensky 
schoo} 808, and at the Mitchell school 317. 

At the Whitney school, “where the over- 
crowding is the greatest, 393 adidtional seats 
are required. Invasion of parochial schools 
into certain districts is given as one of the 
causes of vacant seats in public schools. 

The library committee of the board met to 
consider a proposition from the trustees of 
the public library for an extension of the 
system of branch libraries in the schools. 
Architect Perkins was asked to prepare es- 
timates of the cost of equipping libraries in 
a number of additional schools. 


Call Branch Libraries Success. 

The branch libraries were established as 
an experiment in the Montefiore and the Burr 
schools, both located in sections of the city 
where many children play on the streets. 
The Mbrary board thinks these have been 
successful and asks for furniture and repairs 
for extensions of the system. 

Asisstant Superintendent John D. Shoop re- 
ported to the library committee of the board 
that the branch libraries had been success- 
ful in taking many of the children off the 
streets and had been liberally patronized.

Many an ambitious Chicago project, 


starting in the springtime of hope and 


with the full vigor of young enthusiasm 
has gone dawdling along the conference, 


luncheon, and banquet route and into the 


decrepitude of old age simply because it 

did not have behind it the real city. 
Reform via the dietary line is pleasant, 

but Chicago may present itself as proof 


that it is not entirely effective. Reform 


attempted by the few and restricted to 
the few may be an encouraging sign of 
returning health, but it is not a cure, 
The few may be the men to whom 
wealth, commercial success, or profession- 
al attainment have given the highest 
prominence, but so long as the efforts be 
regardei by the citizens of the real city 
as foreign to their interests and remete 
from their sympathies the results will be 
puny. 

Tut Tunern has referred to the co- 
operative movement of the Association 
of Commerce and the eity council as being 
a recognition of the need for unity in 
purpose and coirdination in activity. It 
is a recognition which points the way to 
something more important, to the need of 
enlisting the sympathies and industry of 
the citizens of the real city. There is a 
habit of thought, which may be not un- 
natural to those indulging in it but which 
certainly is unfortunate, of regarding a 
movement as already successful if it be 
given the support of a half dozen well 
known organizations. 5 

The geography of reform has been too 
restricted. It has not recognized the fact 
‘hat Chicago is divided into thirty-five 
vards, being content to deal with the 
citizens of three or four, and the over- 
whelming remainder of the city, finding 
that no manifestation of interest on its 
part was expected, naturally has dis- 
played none, or has given it a hostile 
form. 

As an example of the force which is 
essential to success, that body of Chi- 
cago citizenship representea in the United 
Societies may be taken. It can be as- 
sumed safely that the leaders in this or- 
ganization and the men who compose its 
humerous societies will respond to any 
sincere request that they lend a hand to 
the advancement of the city’s real inter- 
ests. No question ef sumptuäry legisla- 
tion is involved in this, and the city, if it 
is really to find itself, must attract the 
interest and ehgage the sympathies of 
such organizations. 

In being specific Tun Trisune makes 
no effort to do more than present a type 
of citizenship which is truly concerned 
with the success of Chicago and which 
Tue Taser is con- 
vinced that the men who compose these 
and similar societies, which already are 
highly organized and which have all the 
efficiency resulting therefrom, which are 
intimately representative of the real city, 
will welcome a request that they give 
their ideas and their activity to a cause 
which should be common to all. 

It is within the power of a club- which 
stands both for wealth and public spirit 
to plan and execute an enterprise depend- 
ing chiefly on the ability and the willing- 
ness to raise money. It is not the pur- 
pose to minimize the importance of such 
undertakings. The St. Charles School 
fur Boys and the State Pawners’ associa- 
tion testify to the ability of the Commer- 
cial club which made them possible. 

Such things can be done and have been 
done, but reform which involves the en- 
tire city must be a matter.of concern to 
the entire city. The Commercial club has 
been among the first to recognize this, and 
the commission which is to be appointed 
by Mayor Busse at the request of the 
club and which is to take up considera- 
tion of its Chicago reconstruction plans 
will. be representative of every section, 
every interest, and every phase of life in 
the city. 

That is a practical recognition of the 
common cause. It takes a lesson from 
the hard headed common sense of politics 
which gives representation to every sec- 
tion and every nationality that from every 
section and every nationajjty support may 
be obtained. 

These men whose sympathies are es- 
sential to the success of any city wide 
movement are men who will be found 
ready to respond to invitation. Tue 
Trisune from its knowledge of them is 
confident of this. It suggests that they 
consider the opportunities which ask for 
united action.

ENGLISH METHODS OBJECTIONABLE 


Mrs. Pankhurst, the Jeanne d’Arc of 
the English woman suffragist movement, 
is touring the country in the interest of 
the cause, trying to arouse her American 
sisters to such a pitch of fervor that they 
will resort to heroic methods in order to 
obtain the right to vote. Some of tue 
more radical American suffragists have 
encouraged her to think that she has only 
to cast the brand and the country will 
blaze from end to end. But underneath 
such enthusiasm as has greeted her, she 
must be dull indeed not to have per- 
ceived an unexpected reserve on the part 
of her sisters in this country. She must 
have been impressed with the fact that 
her audiences were less inflammable than 
those with which she is familiar at 
home. They appear perfectly willing to 
listen to abstract addresses on their po- 
liti¢al rights, byt neither in Boston nor 
in New York did they give her any en- 
couragement to promulgate her militant 
ideas. In fact, Mrs. Mackay, on whom 
she relies for much countenance duriug 
her visit, has seen fit to issue a statement 
which the Englishwoman must regard as 
dampening and reactionary. 

„American men,” remarks Mrs. Mack- 
ay, have always treated American wor1n- 
en in such a way as to make me believe 
that we shall ultimately achieve our aim 
without sensationalism. I do not think 
that we shall be compelled to go out on 
the street corners and shriek our propa- 
ganda to the passerby. It has been re- 
peatedly said to me by men both in pri- 
vate and in public life that when the 
women of the United States demand the 
yote they will get it.” 

All American men, whether or not they 
favor giving the vote to women, will like 
Mrs. Mackay for this announcement. The 
women of this country will some time 
get the ballot, but the day will not be 
hastened by adopting the Pankhurst 
methods, and they know it. But few 
American women approve of them, an:l 
all who have thought at all on the sub- 
ject know that the natural growth of the 
suffrage movement is the only way in 
which it can win.

services, do not seem to have fulfilled the expectations 
of the Drakes or to have been diligent in their task. 
That is why Mrs. Dunn has sailed for England to un- 
dertake herself the great work of obtaining this im- 
mense estate for the Drake association. 

These claims, which have been kept dangling be- 
fore the eyes of credulous people in this country for at 
least twenty years and which have been utilized by 
shyster lawyers and other unscrupuloys individuals to 
swindle scores of people of modest means out of thou- 
sands of dollars which they could ill afford to lose, 
are based on the supposition and assertion that Sir 
Francis Drake left two sons, John and Francis. The 
latter, it is asserted, inherited his, father’s property and 
passed it on to his heirs, his branch of the family, 
however, becoming extinct in 1749, whereupon the 
property as well as the title should have reverted to 
the descendants of John, the younger son of the navi- 
gator. The members of the Drake association of ‘the 
United States claim to be the lineal heirs and descend- 
ants of this John Drake, and it is on this pretension 
that they base their demands. 

> 

Now, if Mrs. Dunn and her associates will be good 
enough to consult the English official standard “ Peer- 
ages,” “ Baronetages,” and analogous works of refer- 
ence, both of the present day and of the sixteénth, 
seventeenth, and eighteenth centuries, they will be able 
to assure themselves of the fact that Queen Bliza- 
beth's great admiral, Sir Francis Drake, although twice 
married, died without children. By his will, which 


bears the date of London, May 17, 1596, the original of , 


which is still, on file to this day at Somerset house in 
London and shown to visitors on payment of a small 
fee, he declares that, “being childless,” he bequeaths 
his property, consisting of Buckland abbey, in the 
county of Devon, to his nehew, Francis Drake, the son 
of his elder brother, Thomas, who is named executor of 
the will. 

This is sufficient in itself to dispose of the claims of 
the Drake association in this country, and to prove 
that under no circumstances can they possibly be re- 
garded as descendants of the admiral. The latter's 
nephew and heir, Francis Drake, was’created a baronet 
by James I., and the baronetcy as well as the property 
passed down, either from father to son or from uncle 
to nephew, until the end of the eighteenth century, 
‘when the baronetcy became extinct through the death 
without issue in 1794 of Sir Francis Henry Drake, the 
fifth baronet. 

On his demise the Drake estates, comprising Buck- 
land abbey, near Yelverton, went to’ his nephew, 
second and last Lord Heathfield of Gibraltar. Lord 
Heathfield’s mother was Anne Drake, sister of the 
fifth baronet, and married Sir George Eliot, who for 
his gallant defense of Gibraltar was created first Lord 
Heathfield. Anne Drake and the first Lord Heathfield 
had, besides this only son, who died as second and 
last Lord Heathfield, a daughter named Anne Bilot, 
who married John Trayton Fuller of Ashdown house, 
Sussex. 

~.- 

Their son, Thomas Fuller, inherited on the death 
of his uncle, the second Lord Heathfield, the Drake 
estates, and in accordance with the terms of the will 
of the fifth baronet assumed the name and the armorial 
bearings of the Drake family. He was a distinguished 
veteran of the peninsular wars, and partly for his 
services under Wellington in Spain and Portugal, and 
partly by reason of his ownership of the Drake estates, 
he was created a baronet by George IV. at the begin- 
ning of his reign. He also died without issue, and on 
his demise the baronetcy was inherited, along with the 
estates, by his younger brother’s son, Francis Fuller. 

He, too, was obliged to obtain a royal license in 
1870 to assume the surname and arms of Eliot and 
Drake, which converted him from Sir Francis 
Fuller into Sir Francis Eliot Drake. He has 
no son; only a daughter, married to Lord Seaton, 
and it is understood that when he is  gath- 
ered to his fathers the Drake estate will pass to 
her. As she has no children it ts possible that she may, 
on her death, leave the Drake estates in Devonshire 
to her cousin, Theodore Briscoe, whose widowed mother 
is the eldest sister of Sir Francis.

The estates of Sir Francis Drake, all told, do not 
extend over more than 6,000 acres of land in the county 
of Devon, and are heavily incumbered. There are no 


Drake estates in chancery, and, in one word, the $125,- | 


000,000 or $200,000,000 Drake estate dangled before 
the eyes of the American Drake association by unscru- 
pulous schemers is nonexistent and a foolish myth. 


It may be of interest to add that the celebrated 


admiral had in addition to his elder brother, Thomas, 
another and still older brother, named John, who com- 
manded the ship Swan in the attack upon Vera Cruz. 
There is no record as to what became of John Drake 
except that he was badly wounded at Vera Cruz. Pos- 
sibly he may have remained on this side of the At- 
lantic, but even if that were the case, and if the 
Drakes in the United States were his descendants they 
could have no claim whatsoever upon the Drake prop- 
erty in Devonshire, since no mention is made by the 
great admiral in his will of his brother John, the 
property being explicitly bequeathed to the son of his 
brother Thomas, and from that son of his brother 
Thomas the property and name have passed down, 
So that even if one were to accept the preposterous 
hypothesis to the effect that the Drakes in the United 
States were lineally descended from the celebrated 
inglish navigator they could claim nothing like $126,- 
000,000, nor even one-hundredth part of that amount.

KEATLEY WANTS CONTROL OF 
AMERICAN GUARANTY CO. 


Virginia Receiver Petitions Judge 
Kohlsaat to Set Aside Federal Juris- 
diction in Chicago. 


Edwin M. Keatley, appointed receiver in 
Virginia following the proceedings there 
to dissolve the American Guaranty company 
of Chicago, filed a petition yesterday for 
an order of court setting aside the federal 
receivership existing in Chicago. ° 

The petition was filed in the United States 
Circuit court when Judge C. C. Kohlsaat 
granted a motion for leave to Keatley to 
intervene. The jurisdiction of the federal 
court in Chicago is questioned by the peti- 
tioner. 

Keatley contends that after the dissolution 
proceedings were started and he was ap- 
pointed receiver by the Virginia court, Judge 
Kohlsaat had no authority to appoint a 
federal receiver upon the petition of Mrs. 
Rebecca Furey, widow of Charles La Tour 
Furey, president of the corporation. 

The American Guaranty company was a 
Virginia corporation, but had its principal 
offices and assets in Chicago. Mrs. Furey 
sought the receivership here on the ground 
that she and her family could firid no one to 
take hold of the corporation and keep it 
going as her husband had done. Edwin 
A. Potter was appointed receiver by Judge 
Kohlsaat. Keatley seeks to have the local 
receivership dissolved and all the assets 
under Mr. Potter's control transferred to 
alm.
